The «ext largest,. the 
Geiman, had grown from 36 to 42, while 
the rest had practically stood still or retro- 
graded, 

‘In the actual volume of the trade done 
with various countries, one ‘of the most |, 


; marked. features js:the enormous increase 


in trade between the two empires of China 
and Japan, which grew ‘in five years from 
32 million yen to 69. million. This trade, 
which indicates: better. facilities. for trade 
on the part of both (nations, is one 
that will excite the jealousies of none, With 
England and British dependencies trade 
‘had grown in volume from less than 96 
million yen to 147} millions: with the 
United States, the next largest customer, the 
volume of trade had grown from 63 to 102 


millions. “While, however, the value of goods - 


taken by ‘the States had only. increased 
gome 20 per cént., that of the imports taker 
by Japan had more than quadrapled. 
Ttens ‘such ag. raw cotton and petroleum 
laxgely contributed to this incrense} but in 
items such as machinery und manufactured 
jron, it had increased more than ‘was justi- 
fied by the conditions. The United States 
in these things enjoy vast advantage in 
their proximity, enabling. muchiaery, and 
other goods to be laid down ‘in weeks as 
compared with months froin England ; but 


to other.and entirely artificial reasons must 


be attributed the growth in the imports from 
the States of railg and Jocomotives.. Prac- 


tically these are-both subsidised trades, and | - 


are notoriously delivered abroad at prices 
which leaye no profit, if not actually capsing 
loss to the manufacturers.

Two graphic dingrams introduced at. the 
end of the volume, which we alluded. to 
on the 30th ult., and indicating the total 
amount and distribution of foreign trade in 
the years 1890 and 1899 respectively are of 
‘interest. The imports, which iv 1890 were 
represented by a circle whose area was 5,66 
sq. inches, had in 1899 grown to one with 
an area of 15.21 in. On the other hand 
“while the: exports in 1890‘were represented 
by an. area of 3.69 square inches, those of 
1899 had grown to 14.52 in. In proportion, 
while England and British possessions 
oceupied in 1890 a gector of 192 deg. this 
had fallen to 156 deg. in 1899; this was, 
‘however, accounted for by the parts occupied 
by China and the United States, which had 
grown respectively from "38 deg, and 30 deg. 
to 46° dey. and 62 deg., the other countries 
remaining practically. at.a ‘standstill.’ In, 
exports from Jupan taken by’ England and 
British possessions in 1890 the proportion 
was represented ly a. sector of 100. deg. ; 
this in 1899 was represented by one of: 
103 dey. The United States, which occupied, 
a sector of 128 deg. in the former, only, 
appeared in 1899 for one of 105 deg,, but on 
the’ other hand China took goods in the 
proportion in the lutter year of 67 deg., as 
compared with 34 deg. in the former.

the prospects of trade in Japan present a by 


no means gloomy aspect ; the profits of local 
houses have indisputably decreased ; while 
the body of trade -has as indisputably in- 
oreased—and this all round, and in quite 
equivalent proportion to other nationalities, 
This ie plain, even on the surface, where 
with the exception of an evident push made 
hy the United.

THE PITCAIRN ISLANDERS. 


"A Parlismontary paper was issued on the 
27h August by the Colonial Office (Ca, 754) 
containing “ Further correspondence relating to 


tho condition of the Piteaira- Islanders,” among, 


which is an interesting report made in March 
last by Commander Knowling, of H.M.S. 
Tearus, v 

In a despaich addressed to Mr. Chamberlain 
on July 6, 1899, from Fiji, the High .Commis- 
sioner for the Western Pacific informed the 
Seoretary of State for the Colonies that “there 
ig no prospect of the suggested communication 
[between ‘Pitcairn and Ta iti} boing established. 


unless the inhabitants of Pitesirn can le in- 


pduced to undertake the cultivation of certain 


products for oxport, bat that the Mission of the 
Seventh Day Adventists, to which denowina- 
tion the islanders belong, iz about to take Btops 
for the improvement of ‘their condition. I 
have deferred for a month 8r so forwarding the 
Consul’s despatches, in the hope. of being able 
‘to obtain some further particulars from some 
elders of the Mission of the Seventh Day 
Adventists who were expected to call at Suva, 
but they have not @ona so”; and enclosed the 
following despatch from Her Majesty's Consul 
at Tahiti, dated Apri? J5, 1899 .— 


“ With reference to Your Excolloncy's dea-' 


patch of the 28th of February Inst, desiring 
the expression of my. opinion. aa to the pos- 
sibility of establishing regular communication 
between Pitcsirh and Tahiti, I have the honour 
to report that, while the Pitcairn Islandora 
continue to produce nothing -suitable to the 
requiremonts of. this market, the suggestion 
contained in Commander Torlessy’s Report 
cannot’ in any way be inet from this end; bat 
‘that if the Pitcairn people could be induced, 
and aided, to cultivate vanilla, coffes, ond other 


-suitablo.commodities,-a-direot-tradu-wi 


would bo immediately established, to. the pos. 
siblo advantage of all concerned. I am further

that the Seventh Day Adventists, whose mis- 
sionary -vessel hag recently called at Pitcairn 
and Tahiti, have offered to give employment on 
their plantations at Rainten, and at this Island, 
to.a faw young men of Pitcairn, in ordor that 
‘they may obtain a knowledge of the ‘cultivation 
aid, preparation of those productions moat 
suitable for trade purposes; and that the ‘mis: 
sionaries of that sect, to whioh the Pitcairn 
people belong, are themselres giving some 
attention’ to tho question: of opening up tHe 
desired communication by way of Rarotonca 
and other of their missionary stations in this 
region. Whether anything will ultimately be 
done in the matter is difficult to determine at 


‘this juncture’; but there can be no doubt that 


stops in this direction havo alreudy been takon, 


and that if fands can bo found, and the sanction 


of tho Missionary Board obtained, the service 
will be established within the next. twelve 
mouths by vessels sailing under the American 
ag.” 

And also one dated ‘April 21 :— Z 

“With reference to, and in continuation of, 
wy despatch of the 15th instant, I have tho 
honour to report, for Your Excelle y's in- 
formation, that the Superintending Mii lonary 
of tho Seventh Day Adventists rosident in 
this district hos communicated. to me the 


following :— ; 

ee “* Raiatea, April 19, 1899. 

“*Té has not yet been decided that the 
Piteairn . will return by way of Pitcairn’ 
Island and Tahiti; that will be decided when 
they reach Fiji, if she has not already been 
sold. If they do not return this way, Mr. 
Gates suggests that wo charter aschooner hera, 


and gond it to Pitcairn after somo of the people. 


We can then sond. them some yanilla vines, and 
bring some of their: people ‘up here to raesive 
iustruction as to howto care for the vanilla, 
If the Pitcairn should be sold, wa hope to 


-} furnish the Pitcairn people with a small veasol 


with which they cau market their produce.” 
On March 31 Inst, Commander Knowling, of 
‘His Majesty's ship Icarus, sent from Honolulu 
tha following report to the Admiralty on o 
visit he had jnst: paid to Pitcairn Island:— 
¢_“(a.).1 arrived in Bounty Bay at 5 Pun. on 
21st Fobruary, 19)J, -A boatload of islanders 
(men) came off, but in view of thero still being 
several cases of dengue fever in-the ship_1 only} 
allowed Mr. Jamos R, McCoy, the chief magis- 
trate, on board. Ho. repurted all well in health, 
126 pooplo on the Islahd, the adult fomalea 
being rathor in oxcess of the males. Arrangéd 
to land next day, and then proceeded ta N.W. 
anchorage where there was loss swell. Anchored 
there—losing an anchor which was afterwards 
recovered—for the night, and landed at Bounty 
Bay the noxt morning. After this I communi- 
cated with the Island each day, myself and a 
fow officers landing, but by the surgeon’s adviee-4 
no islanders were ullowed on board. The swell 


} continued more or lessheavy in both anchorages, 


so we stood off and-on, or lay to off tho ‘island 
during tho remainder of our stay. 

“ (6.) Mr. McCoy has only -recontly returned 
to the Island, hs having vary pluckily piloted a 
burning ship to Mangareya, beaching her there 
rathor than agres to her captain running her, 
a3 he wished to do, on the coast of Pitcairn. 

“‘(c.) Bupplias of the following things aro 

dant :— 

.) Poultry: and goxts, The latter the 
islanders will either-shoot or drive in from the 
hills, and the young goats, of which we took a 
large number, are excellent. There are. two 
herds of thexs, each numbering about 100, ! 

“(i.) Cocoanuts, bananas, ‘pineapples, marsh 
-and water-melons, limes, oranges, Mmangods, | 
pumpkins, coffee, tomatoes, sweet potatoes? .In- 
Man corn, and arrowroot. A strong blow in 
August last, followed by what is dosoribed.as.a 
tidal wave, and which swept away a portion of 
the Boot.

") ing the last four years $5 vessels on 
an average have’ called at the Island each year, 
but the islanders generally seem to ‘neo very 
little, of. the orews: of merchant. vessels. In 
moat cases the master only of the vessels lands 
for a'short time, the ships scarcely ever auchor- 
ing. During his stay last month in Mangarova 
(Gambier Islands} Me. McCoy endeavonred to 
arrange something in tho way of a regular trade 
betweon the two islands, and one of their vessals 
has since called ot Pitoairn, taking away large 
quantities, of bananas, pumpkins, nod arrow- 
root. The leading men here think that they 
will be ablo to maintain this trade.’ - - 

“ (f2. Thore is now a very fair road leading 
to the landing-place at N: W. sochorage. The 
adult males havo to give all their labour during 
the early part of the day—viz,, from: after an 
carly bre: tat 5 a.m. nntil 2 p.m—to works 
for. the public good, directed by the local 
Parliament of seven. At.tho present time 29 
men are ayailable, and their labour is divided 
betwoon building s new church adjoining the 
prosent schoolroom, a. new. whaler, and . tho 
necessary boat work, shooting of goats, do. 
2 p.m. is tha-dinmar hour, and the remaindor 
of the day the people employ themsslyes about 
their own business of gardening, &e, Tho 
women of the family do all 
many of them smooth and paint cocoanuts, plait 
and decorate mat-bags, &c, _ @ 

“ (9.), Disous srpenrs to be still almost’ un- 
knowa.”’ The typhoid of 1894 was bronght 
hero by, a shipwreckod crew, and no othor 
epidemic has touched the Island ginoc, The 


leading poople prefer to continue, as hitherto, |. 


without, medicines of any sort, Ono small boy 
has been recontly killed ty 8 fall whilst chasing 
goats on the cliff Thorsday Octobor-Chris. 
jan, son of the man of the same name, and 
grandson - of Fletcher Christian, mastor’s mate 
of ‘the Bounty is the oldest man on the 
island, aged: now 83; ‘two other men are over 
75, and the oldest woman is -72.. None of 
these old poople suifer from anything beyond 
the weakness of old age, and all seem thoroagh- 
ly contented and happy. 

“ (h,) Tho carly loss’ of the front teeth in the 


Bppor jaw continues amongst many of tho, 


islanders, but the teeth of numbers of adults, 
as woll as of the children, are without a flaw. 
Somo families, in which up to the present thero 
has beon practically no intermarriage, still 
suffor from: this loss of teeth. No one smokes 
or wisds intoxicating liquor. : 

“ (i) Men, women, and-children seem, with- 
out: exception, in robust health, and full of 
vigour, Thanks to tho care of the elected 
Parliament—consisting. of soven members with 
Mr, McCoy as Président—fall employment. is 
found for. every one. The discipline seems. to 
be all it should be, the islanders contonted, and 
the day's work often,'to my knowledgo, such 
as would astonish many a British labourer, a4 it 
astonished, on more than ono oceasion, myself 
aod the ship's company. Thoir religion re- 
mains that of the Sevonth Day Adventists, 
The Saturdey services aro well conducted, and 
marked & characteristic of the islanders appeara 
--after the check it received some few years 
ago—to havo again gathored strength. 


“(j.) To Mr. McCoy's firmness and tact, ably ‘ 


seconded by the other. elected members of the 
Parliament, [ consider is dua the general im. 
provement which must havo taken place in tho 
island since the date of the Royalist's - visit. 
Tt sas common talk during our recent visit to 
both Honoluln ‘and Tahiti that the islanders 
were rapidly deteriorating in morals and phy- 
sique, a condition of things which my officers 
and myself—after the’ best opportunities of 
.judging—believe doss not hold good at; this 
time; and, on the other hand, looking to the 
present flourishing state of the Island and ita 
people, it is dificult to understand how reports 
to their detriment can have got abroad. 

** Mr, McCoy had been-away for somo months 
before the murder case which preceded the 
Royalist’s visit, and ho admits that he found on 
his retarn much that needed improvement. 

“ A strong hand is naturally required at the 
head of this unique community, and fortunately 
Mr. MoCoy is likely to be at the front for 
many years to come. The names of tho present 
seven membors of the local Parliament are as 
follows :—Mr, James RB, McCoy, President ; Mr. 
Charles Vieder Young, Judge; Mr. Benjamin 
Stanley Young, Judge; Mr, Gorard Bromley 
Christian; Mr. Ernast Hayward Christian ; 
Mr, Moses Young; and Mr. George Francia 
Warren, Secratary. 

“(k.) The principal difficulties which tho near 
future may. bring to the Island are, I think, 
three, viz. :-— : ‘ 
~ “() The absence amongst the men of early 
middle ago of a fitting suecessor to Mr. McCoy. 


“(2) The surplus of females in the present |- 


and rising generation, a difficulty naturally 
accentuated in a small and secluded community. 
Any atrangement which would include - the 
removal and care of some of these. youthful 
females—of whom some of the grown up ones 
would now willingly leave—would be a work of 
useful philanthropy. © 

“(3) The tendency growing amongst the 
islanders to make use of a sort of language of: 
theix own, which, I am told, is a clipping of 
English words, and which is, at the best, a 
species of pidjin English. This shows signs 
already of making some of them appear slow of 
comprehension when addressed in English. . _ 

“(.) Much rain has fallen on the Island of 
late, but only one day during our stay wns wot. 
The wind blew geusrally from the N-E., with 
little strength, but. bringing o long swell 
and often a confusad sea into hoth anchorages, 
muking landing it N.W. anchorage impractic- 
able, andj Bay only possible under an 
islander's pifota; The current at the auchor- 
ages was generally westorly, and at times 
reached a strength of 14 knots. 

“(.) During the visit of the Icarns, and at 
“What may, I think, prove to be a somewhut 
critical*stage of ir existence, I found the 
leading islanders aligays grateful for any: re- 
cognition of. their récent improvements, and 
for advice as to thei fukure conduct, and I feel 
sure that such-rocognitioh and advice fromthe 
higher authorities would strengthen their hands 
and be of much value to the whole community.”
